Commencing  September  15,  1969,  the  first  year  of  studies  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Applied  Science  will  be  available  through  part-time  study. 

The  student  must  complete  second,  third  and  fourth  years  through  full-time  study. 

PURPOSE : During  the  first  year  of  the  Engineering  Programme  students  are  given  a command 

of  the  basic  scientific  principles  upon  which  effective  solutions  to  engineering  problems 
are  based.  Civil  Engineering,  Mechanical  Engineering,  Industrial  Engineering, j Chemical 
Engineering,  Electrical  Engineering,  Metallurgy  and  Materials  Science  and  Geological  Engineering 
are  available  after  students  have  completed  the  common  first  year. 


CONTENT : In  order  to  qualify  for  a completed  first  year  of  the  Engineering  Programme,  a 

student  must  obtain  standing  in  nine  courses  with  an  overall  average  of  not  less  than  60$.
